(Durkin, August 12).

(Gallaway). 

BOXELDER BUG (Leptocoris trivittatus) - VIRGINIA - Infestation on 
house in Lynchburg, (Morris). MARYLAND - Troublesome in houses 
in Hagerstown, (U. Md., Ent. Dept.)}. 


A MARCH FLY {Bibio longipes) - Specimens sent in and information 
supplied in letters to the Man and Animal Section, Entomological 
Research Branch, Beltsville, Md. indicate extremely abundant 
flies in eastern Pennsylvania and in small numbers as far as 100 
miles north of New York City. (McBride). 


ASIATIC GARDEN BEETLE (Autoserica castanea) - RHCDE ISLAND - 
Remairsunusually abundant over State, (Kantack). 


EUROPEAN EARWIG (Forficula auricularia) - UTAH - Extremely 
numerous and annoying about homes,in gardens,in many counties, 
(Knowlton), RHODE ISLAND - Decreased considerably in Wakefield, 
Wickford and Providence areas. (Kantack). 


FIELD CRICKET (Acheta assimilis) - MINNESOTA - Causing 
annoyance in households. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 


STRAWBERRY ROOT WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus ovatus) - WISCONSIN - 
Very abundant and annoying in homes throughout southern area. 
(Chambers, August 16), NORTH DAKOTA - Prevalent from Red 
River Valley west as far as McLean County, and causing annoyance 

in households. (N.D. Ins. Rept. Serv.). NEW JERSEY - Still serious 
pests around homes, (Merrill). 


A WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - DELAWARE - Adults very 
numerous in northern area, less SO in southern section. Large num- 
bers attracted to lights at night and entering buildings in New Castle 
County. (Milliron). MARYLAND - Small numbers about households 
and in ornamentals, (U. Md., Ent, Dept.). 
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ARKANSAS - GRASSHOPPERS - Damaging infestations found only in very 
local areas surveyed in northwestern counties and in southwestern counties 
south of the Ouachita range. Heavy vegetative growth of wild hosts tended 
to reduce attack on crops. (Warren, Turney). 


\/YOMING - CORN EARWORM causing damage to field corn in Goshen 
County. (Spackman). 


CALIFORNIA - BEET LEAFHOPPER - No increase over previous 
survey findings (1%) of curly top in early tomatoes in Kern, Kings, 
Tulare, Fresno, Madera and Merced Counties, first week of July. 
Some fields in Stanisiaus and San Joaquin Counties ranged from 1-8 
percent damage the last week of July; tne remainder of surveyed areas 
less than one percent. Population counis on hosts show increase over 
month of June. (Green, July Rept. ).

WEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENDING AUGUST 22, 1955 


Hurricane "Diane," following in the wake of "Connie," gave the 

North Carolina coast its second battering within a week as she moved 
inland over that State on the morning of the 17th. From North Carolina 
she moved across Virginia, Maryland, southeastern Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, and New Jersey, just south of the New Fngland coast, and 
was well out in the Atlantic by midnight of the 20th. Winds accompany- 
ing "Diane" after she moved iniand were well under hurricane strength, 
but torrential rains fell along her entire path. These rains, which 
totaled over 10 inches at some northeastern points, falling in an area 
where the soil remained saturated and streams were still high from 
"Connie's" heavy rains of the preceding week, resulted in the most 
disastrous flood in the history of the Northeast. A rising death toll 
was near the 200 mark at the end of the period, and thousands had been 
driven from their homes. Damage to homes and other buildings, crops, 
and utility, communication, and transportation systems, based on pre- 
liminary surveys, was being estimated at billions of dollars. President 
Eisenhower, on the 20th, designated as disaster areas parts of Massa- 
chusetis, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
South Carolina. Parts of North Carolina had already been designated 
as such following the passage of "Connie". 


While the Northeast was experiencing heavy rains for the second con- 
secutive week, in most of the remainder of the Country the weather 
continued hot and dry. The dry weather and heat are damaging drops 
in the central Great Plains. Continued showers in Arizona caused 
more local flash floods, and a hailsiorm in the vicinity of Powell, 
Wyoming, caused considerable crop and property damage. 


The relatively hottest weather of the week occurred in the North Central 
Interior, where daily maxima which ranged from the high 90's to over 100° 
on 2 to 4 days set new highs for Aucust at a number of stations. At 

Sault Ste. Marie, Michigan, the temperature for the week averaged 13° 
above normal. Temperatures averaged about normal in the Southern 
States, where an area of high pressure resulted in warm days, cool 
nights, and unusually low relative humidity.
